Alleged Understanding’ With France, 


TWO ACCUSED COMMIT SUICIDE.

co Murich, June 4. 

A remarka*le high treason trial has ‘begun. Professor George 
Fochs, the journalist and art critic, aod others, are charged with 
plotting forcibly to separate Bavaria from the Réich and overthraw 
the Bavarian constitution and seek a rapprochement with France 
and Czecho-Glovakia. One of the accused, a bandmaster named 
Machhaus, hanged himself in prison last night. Another, Kules, 
shot himself when arrested last March. 

Tt is alleged that the accused negotiated with the Feanch Colonel 
Richert, a former coal commissioner in tha Saar, who it is alleged 
placed seventy milliard marks at the disposal of the conspirators for 
‘equipment and upkeep of military organisations. -The¢terman story 
further suggesis that the French contemplated the oeeupation of 
certain Bavarian territory, while Czscho-Slovakian troops were to be 
ready on the Saxon frontier. The conspiracy was ultimately dis-! 
closed to the Bavarian Government, and ‘the leaders arrested. 
Evidence is being given to the effect fiat Fuchs conferred with 
certain Bavarian commandera-with & view to the co-operation of the 
Bavarian Reichswehr with the Nationalist organisations.
